This fact removes any immediate apprehension from the 
market. It is quite likely, however, that the rate for 


discount in the outer market may hold comparatively close 
to the Bank rate, as the recent action of the Bank with 
respect to advances to brokers has greatly checked those 
speculative transactions in bills, the tendency of which was 
to lower the market rate of discount. London is, 
however, ‘still above the principal foreign markets, though 
not, on the whole, quite as distinctly above them as recently.

That much-desired f usion 0 ’ ea ’ 
groups, which long baftled the ingenuity of politicians, 7 - 
now been noiselessly brought about by the hand of death, 
is an event of all the more importance, because the Royalists 
are just at present the only formidable opponents whom 
the Republic has to dread. There was a time not many 
years ago, when, despite its disasters, Imperialism was the 
most dangerous rival of the existing form of government. 
But the fortunes of Imperialism are just now at alow ebb. 
Its adherents may not resign their hopes, but they cherish 
no illusion that those hopes will be speedily realised. 
Occasional demonstrations of forced cheerfulness, like the 
banquet of the 15th, do little to conceal the prevailing 
despondency. Some members of the party have even gone 
so far as to speculate on the desirability of giving a hearty 
support to the Comte de Paris, an idea which would never 
have occurred to them had they had atolerable champion of 
their own. But this is just what they do not possess. The 
Imperialist party is at present suffering from the same 
| disadvantage which has for so many years condemned 
Legitimism to impotence. Its candidate isan “ impossible ” 
man. The united Royalist party, on the other hand, has 
now not only a thoroughly “ possible,” but in many ways a 
very desirable candidate. The Comte de Paris is not, 
indeed, a man to excite much enthusiasm, but he commands 
respect, and does not provoke antipathies. His title is 
sufliciently good to ensure him the unqualified, if not cordial, 
recognition of the Legitimists, while his opinions and 
antecedents are sufficiently “modern” to attract the 
large and increasing number of Liberal-Conservatives who 
have taken alarm at the development of Radicalism under 
the Republic. It is not, indeed, to be expected that the 
Comte de Paris will seek at once to rally his diverse followers 
by demonstratively assuming the ré/e of a Pretender. The 
first act of overt hostility is more likely to come from the 
present Government, impelled by the fears of its more 
nervous supporters, The spirit of alarm which compelled it 
to deprive the Orleans Princes of their commands last spring 
may now drive it to expel them from the country. But 
whether they go or stay, they will be watched henceforth 
with an increased suspicion, which in itself can hardly fail 
to augment their importance. The mere fact that he is 
regarded with apprehension is a great point in favour of 
any pretender. ; 

To say this is not to question the opinion that the Republic 
has gained a powerful hold upon the mind and affections 
of Frenchmen. The progress made by Republicanism has 
received a striking illustration within the last week from 
the result of the elections to the Council-General. M. Jules 
Ferry may well boast, as he did in opening the Council of 
the Vosges, that these elections show the country to be 
“both decidedly Republican and decidedly Governmental.” 
But the popularity of any form of Government in France is 
| much at the mercy of fortune. The great bureaucratic 

machine is firmly fixed in the soil, but the men, and even the 
principles which guide it, are always liable to sudden 
overthrow. The present constitution has probably struck 
deeper roots than any which has been tried since 1815; 
but that is not saying much. What with the hatred of the 
Clericals, the contemptuous dislike of the aristocratic and 
fashionable classes, and the fears of a great section of the 
wealthy bourgeoisie, who are in constant uneasiness at the 
socialistic leanings of the extreme Left, the power of 
reaction in France is strong enough to overturn the Republic, 
if it were jeopardised by the rashness or aggressiveness of 
its rulers, _ Its stability depends upon their adherence to a 
very cautious and conciliatory policy both at home and 
abroad, upon their capacity to resist the pressure of their

It becomes important, therefore, to consider what would be 
the duty of the Opposition, be it Tory or Liberal, after a 
general election at which the balance of power remained 
with the Irish Opposition. 

Two cases may be put. The more probable one is, that 
the present Ministry gets a majority, though not one of 
the whole House, so that the Tories and Nationalists together 
can defeat it. Under such circumstances, a patriotic Oppo- 
sition would support the Executive in the conduct of 
ordinary business and ordinary legislation, and would 
threaten it with defeat only if it took some step or sub- 
mitted some Bill so extreme that it ought to be stopped at 
all hazards. If, for instance, the Ministry were to propose 
an Irish Land Bill for England, or were to sever our con- 
nection with some great colony, no one would expect the 
Conservative Opposition to acquiesce rather than vote along 
with Mr Parnell. The other and less probable case is that 
the Tory party obtains at the general election a majority 
over the Liberals, but a small one. In this event, the duty 
of the Liberal Opposition would be the same as that of the 
Tories in the other case. They would be bound to support 
the Executive till it did something whose mischief out- 
weighed the evils of a change of government. 

Even supposing the Opposition to behave in this unselfish 
way, a Ministry which could always be placed in a minority 
would necessarily be a weak Ministry. It would feel that 
it lived by sufferance, and would be almost driven to sound 
the Opposition chiefs before it took any important step. 
The temptation to throw up the game, and hand over the 
responsibility to its antagonists would be great. But it is 
far more likely that no Opposition, whether Tory or Liberal, 
would long persevere in a course of disinterested self- 
restraint.

THE INDIAN BUDGET. 


Ir is hardly possible, even by the strongest effort of the 
imagination, to picture to oneself what the feelings of an 
English Chancellor of the Exchequer would be who found 
himself debarred from producing his Budget till August, 
instead of the customary time in April. The influence of 
surrounding circumstances always is apt to be reflected on 
the mind of the Minister. And to have to address the 
House on the Wednesday morning of the last week of the 
Session, with comparatively empty benches, and few in the 
audience really capable of discussing the subject, instead of 
the crowded attendance on a Budget night, with galleries 
and lobbies thronged by representatives of interests con- 
cerned, ready to telegraph to the furthest corners of the 
kingdom the heads of the speech, might be enough to 
dispirit, by force of contrast, the most vigorous official. Mr 
Cross may be congratulated on having risen superior to 
circumstances. His exposition of the position of Indian 
finance was clear, complete, and yet concise. Though some 
of the audience desired to employ the occasion for merely 
party purposes, others showed a genuine appreciation of the 
subject, and both Mr Cross and Mr W. Fowler, whofollowed 
in the debate, showed their appreciation of that part of the 
financial question which is now really the burning one, 
the best mode to develop;the resources, and consequently the 
exports, of India. 

We have examined into the general question of Indian 
finance on the appearance of Sir Evelyn Baring’s Budget 
statement, and on other occasions; and propose, therefore, to 
confine those remarks we make now principally to the two 
heads indicated above—the outlay on public works, and the 
effect these may have on Indian trade. 

The public works are for the purposes of account divided 
between the two main branches of what are termed extra- 
ordinary and ordinary. The ordinary works, as Mr Cross 
stated, are entirely cors'ructed from revenue. They 
comprise seven items on the expenditure side—State 
railways, cayital acecunt; State railways, working ex- 
penses and maintenance; subsidised railways; frontier rail- 
ways; irrigation and navigation; military works; civil 
buildings, roads, and services. The amount spent thus 
in the last three years has been 20,758,210/, or an average 
of nearly 7,000,000/ a-year. The real question about it is— 
was the expenditure prudent? The first item, Mr Cross 
explained, State railways, was for railway extension in dis- 
tricts where lines were generally needed, or would serve to 
obviate famine. The second was the working expenses and 
maintenance of these lines, and this was more than balanced 
by the corresponding entry on the revenue side. The third 
head was for land given to railways, and interest paid to 
subsidised railways—that is, railways undertaken under 
guarantee of interest. The fourth was for frontier railways, 
undertaken for strategic purposes, the financial advantage of 
which was doubtful, though sometimes they might be 
The fifth head was for such irrigation and 
navigation works as would, in the opinion of the Local and 
Imperial Governments, develop the districts in which they 
were undertaken, although they might not produce net 
direct revenue. The sixth item was the annual charge for 
the building and maintenance of military works ; and the 
seventh was the item which included all the public buildings, 
court-houses, Government offices, post-offices, gaols, schools, 
ries, and warehouses for grain storage. It also 
included the money spent on roads, ferries, bridges, culverts, 
drainage works, and on the improvement and making of the 
smaller tanks and wells. These operations were undertaken

There are still immense tracts of country, 10,000, 20,000, 
30,000, 60.000, and, in one case, in the central districts 
160,000 square miles in extent, containing nearly 20 
| millions of people, without a single railway through them 
|-—-and this, too, some fof the most fertile land in India,

The opening of the means of communication will equalise

THE BANKRUPTCY ACT, 1863.

to the theory of the Act of 1869, bankruptcy is a matter 
which concerns only individual debtors and their creditor, 
The present Bill recognises and gives effect to the princi le 
that bankruptcy is a matter which affects, or may affiet 
the community at large. Provision is therefore made fo; 
an independent inquiry into the conduct of debtors 
for the punishment of reckless or dishonest tradin 
in insolvency. 

The outlines of the system by which the Bill proposes to 
work out the objects above indicated are as fo'lows, Al] 
proceedings under it will be commenced by a petition tothe 
Court. A petition may be presented either by a creditor 
or by the debtor himself; and it will lead eventually to one 
of two results, namely, either a composition or scheme of 
arrangement, or bankruptcy proper. In other words, there 
will be one mode of entrance into legal insolvency, while 
there will be two modes of exit. Nodebtor will be allowed 
to compound or arrange with his creditors, or to get his 
discharge in bankruptcy until he has passed a public 
examination. This will be a turnstile through which every- 
one must pass. The first order made on a petition will be 
what is called a receiving order. The effect of this order 
will be, not to divest the debtor of his property, as is done 
by an adjudication, but to put an officer of the Board of 
Trade, to be called the Official Receiver, in temporary charge 
of the property, with all the powers of a receiver and 
manager appointed by the High Court. There will be one 
or more Official receivers attached to each Court having 
bankruptcy jurisdiction. It will be the duty of the Official 
Receiver, on the one hand, to investigate the conduct and 
dealings of the debtor, and, on the other hand, to protect 
the estate until the creditors have had time to meet and 
take action for themselves. Provision is also made that in 
exceptional cases the Official Receiver may temporarily 
appoint a special manager to carry on a pending business. 
As soon as possible after a receiving order is made, the 
debtor must furnish the Official Receiver with a statement 
of his affairs, and any other required information. The 
Official Receiver will summon and preside at the first 
meeting of creditors. At that meeting, or an adjournment 
thereof, the creditors will determine what course the 
insolvency shall take; whether a composition or scheme 
shall be accepted, or whether the debtor shall be adjudged 
bankrupt. If the creditors resolve to accept a composition 
or scheme of arrangement, it will be only one step towards 
that result. The action of the first meeting will have to be 
approved at a subsequent meeting by a majority 1 are 
of the creditors representing three-fourths in value of al 
the creditors who have proved. This confirmatory meeting 
is not to be held until the public examination of the debtor 
is concluded. When the composition or scheme has oa 
confirmed by the creditors the sanction of the Court 1 
still be required.

An undischarged bankrupt who 
obtains credit from any person to an extent exceeding 20/ 
without informing that person of his status will be guilty 
of a misdemeanour, and be liable to be punished accordingly. 
When the bankrupt applies for his discharge the Court will 
‘have to consider the Official Receiver’s report on his conduct, 
as well as hearing any objections which the creditors may 
urge. If it appears that the bankrupt has been guilty of 
any misdemeanour under the Debtor’s Act, 1869, his dis- 
charge will be refused. If he has been guilty of any other 
serious misconduct-—and the Act gives a list of acts con- 
stituting such misconduct—the Court may either refuse or 
suspend his discharge, or make it conditional. 

Such, in brief outline, is the general prce2dure enacted 
for ordinary cases, Special provision is also made 
for summary administration in small bankruptcies, and for 
the administration in bankruptcy, instead of in Chancery, 
of the estates of persons dying insolvent, The Act'further 
makes considerable alterations in the rules of law relating 
to bankruptey, as, for instance, in the rules relating to 
secured creditors, the disclaimer of leases, and the effect of 
‘execations. Some of these matters we may, perhaps, have 
toadvert to on a future occasion.

“Phe main increases in working charges are not to be 
found in the various items of repairs and renewals, Main- 
tenance of way has increased only 2 per cent. on the 
average, and although the charges for repairs of rolling- 
stock are more distinctly heavier, in that case the expansion 
is not above 3} per cent. Contrasted with these, the addi- 
tion of 104 per cent. in engine fuel is striking enough, and 
as every company has, without exception, had to contribute 
to this addition, we may attribute it in no little degree to 
the higher price of coal.

SUBURBAN LONDON AND THE WATER 
QUESTION. 


Tue dangers which arise from the manner in which clauses 
alien from the direct purposes of an Act of Parliament are 
occasionally imported into it were curiously exemplified in 
the grievance complained of by the representatives of a 
large district of suburban London, at their recent interview 
with Sir W. Harcourt on the subject of water supply. The 
deputation proceeded from the , Local Boards of Ealing, 
Chiswick, Twickenham, Edmonton, and Brentford. It was 
also supported by the local authorities of Bexley, Heston, 
Isleworth, Wimbledon, and Finchley. These places are 
well known as thriving and important suburbs. The popu- 
lation interested in the matter is not inconsiderable in 
number. It is also increasing with great rapidity, as the 
following statement shows :—

| yeferred to, as represented by their spokesman, Mr Wright, 
of Ealing, was to have leave to erect waterworks within 
‘their own boundaries. There was no wish, he stated, to

‘their own wants. The suburban sanitary authorities were 
‘entirely unable to buy up the gigantic water companies by 
‘which they were surrounded, who have thus a practical 
monopoly. a ° 

At this period of the Session, the applicants cannot have 
expected from Sir William Harcourt more than the expres- 
‘sion of sympathy with their desires. Nor were they able 
‘to obtain more. Sir W. Harcourt guarded himself very 
aarefully in his reply from committing himself to any defi- 
‘nite line of action; but if it is in his power to help, the 
‘description of the sort of assistance which he would be 
| willing to provide was apparently given in his quotation 
‘from Mr Cardwell’s gas report of 1867, which was to this 
‘effect: —“If the consent of the companies to a proper 
‘amendment of their Acts could not be obtained, the proper 
| remedy will be for Parliament to concede to the City of 








London, the Metropolitan Board of Works, or other local 
authorities of the respective districts, the power of supplying 
those districts in the same way in which the Corporation of 
| Manchester supplies that city and the surrounding neigh- 
bourhood. If it shall be urged on the part of the companies 
that it would be hard to compel them to compete with the 
| public authority, the sufficient answer, in the judgment of 
Your committee, will be that they have brought the competi- 
|tion upon themselves by rejecting reasonable terms, and that 
it would be unjust to the consumer that he should continue 
subject to a monopoly, and not be provided with the safe- 
guard of effective regulation.” There are, however, inherent 
difficulties in the way of water supply which do not exist in 
the case of gas, and which lie in the difference of the article 
dealt with. A supply of gas can always be manufactured 
where coal is attainable, and it is only the question of dis- 
tribution which has to be settled. This a local authority 
having control over the roads of the district does not find to 
be any practical difficulty. With the case of water it is 
different. The districts however which appeal to Sir W. 
Harcourt would not, from their position, find the difficulty 
of the question of the supply of water by any meansas great 
as the metropolis itself would. The whole transaction marks 
outcuriously the com plications which arise from the manner in 
Which legislation on such subjects is conducted in this 
country. It would be remarkable if the result of this 
demonstration were to be that the suburbs of London became 
a better supplied with water than the metropolis

local authorities of their district, only 123 per cent. of the 
total number having joined such associations of their own 
free will, Under these circumstances, insurance by 
universal compulsion appeared desirable. 

All members of the working class to whom compulsion 
can be effectively applied are under the new Act to be 
obliged to belong to a sick fund. Compulsion could not, as 
a rule, be applied directly to every individual of a class, but 
it will be comparatively easy to make the employers respon- 
sible for the insurance of all persons employed in their 
service. The Act has, therefore, introduced ‘compulsory 
insurance in those cases in which an employer can be made 
liable. There are, however, some exceptions to this rule. 
In the case of persons not having a permanent occupation, 
compulsion would not be universally practicable. Amongst 
those coming under the general definition, there are also 
various Classes, including men whose general position in life 
would make them unfit subjects for compulsory insurance, 
or others to whom it could only be applied under special 
local regulations. In the case of agricultural labourers, 
universal compulsion seemed less necessary, as the habit of 
mutual help is more prevalent amongst them ; with a large 
number of them compulsion would not be practicable. All 
these classes of persons have been excepted from the rule ; 
it is, however, with regard to them left to the local autho- 
rities to introduce compulsion within their districts, and to 
lay down special rules about the manner in which it is to be 
carried out. 

Universal compulsion is, therefore, introduced in the case 
of persons paid by salary or wages, and employed (1) in 
mines and quarries, factories and furnaces, on railways and 
river steamboats, on wharves and on building works; (2) in 
mechanical trades, and in trades carried on at a fixed place, 
subject to the exception stated below ; (3) on works in which 
boilers or engines moved by elementary power (wind, water, 
steam, gas, hot air, &c.) are used permanently. Persons, 
however, whose occupation is of a temporary nature, and 
those who, as clerks, managers, &c., have an income exceed- 
ing 6} marks (about 6s 8d) per day, are excepted. 

Compulsion by local option is introduced in the case of 
(1) persons employed as above, whose occupation is of a 
temporary nature ; (2) clerks and apprentices in commercial 
establishments and chemists’ shops; (5) persons employed 
in carrying on trades not included in those mentioned above ; 
(4) persons employed by traders, but outside of the place 
where the trade is carried on ; (5) artisans working on their 
own premises, but employed by others in the production or 
preparation of industrial products ; (6) persons employed in 
agriculture or forestry. 

It was considered best that the insurance should be 
effected by means of local funds, centralisation having 
seemed undesirable for several reasons, chiefly because in 
the case of a centralised fund too many formalities would 
be required, and too much time lost before assistance could 
be obtained in a given case. It was, therefore, decided that 
the members of the same trade, in the same locality, shall, 
as, a rule, join in one fund, or that the members of several 
trades shall join together, where they are not numerous 
enough to form separate associations. Persons employed in 
the same factory or industrial establishment may also form 
a fund between them if their number is sufficient, and in 
the same way funds may be formed for men employed on tpi Eg hes 5 
large building works. The existing sick funds are permitted eet 3 
to continue, subject to alterations in their rules in accord- erase 
ance with the provisions of the Act.

communal sick funds, for all persons compelled to be insure 
and not belonging to one of the other funds. 

With regard to the administration of the various funds, 
there is a broad distinction between the communal funds 
and the others which are called organised funds. The com- 
munal funds represent simply a branch of the communal 
administration, though separate accounts must be kept for 
them ; the organised funds have a legal entity of their own, 
and are endowed with all the privileges and liabilities of 
corporations. The method of administration, in the case 
of the communal funds, is prescribed by law ; in the case of 
the organised funds, by the articles of association, which 
may vary within certain limits. The persons insured in the 
communal funds have no voice in the management, whilst 
the members of the organised funds elect the managing 
board (the employer has a right to be represented on this 
board, and in the case of the factory and building 
works funds to act as chairman). The cost of management 
in the case of the communal funds is defrayed by the com- 
mune; in the case of the local funds, by the fund itself; 
in the case of the factory and building works fund, by the 
employer. 

The assistance to be given by the several funds and the 
contributions to be paid by the members must be equal to 
a fixed percentage of the wages they receive. The wages 
which are taken as a basis are in the case of the communal 
funds, the average wages of common labourers; in the case 
of the other funds, the average wages of the trade for which 
the fund is formed ; in the case of the factory and building 
works funds, the wages actually received by the several 
members may be made the basis by the articles of associa- 
tion. The following assistance has to be given by the com- 
munal funds to persons insured with them in ease of sick- 
ness :-~(1) Medical aid and appliances; (2) when the sick 
member is unable to earn wages, an allowance amounting 
to 50 per cent. of the wages, to begin from the third day 
of the illness, and to continue for a period not exceeding 
thirteen weeks. This assistance may, however, be replaced 
by the gratuitous admittance of the patient into a hospital. 
The organised funds are free to determine the extent of 
assistance to be given to sick members by their articles of 
association ; the law only settles a minimum and a maximum. 
The organised funds must at least allow their sick members 
the same assistance as that required by law from the com- 
munal funds, and, in addition, assist female members in the 
same manner, for a period of three weeks after their con- 
finement ; they must also pay a compensation to the repre- 
sentatives of deceased members amounting to twenty days’ 
wages. They may extend their assistance as follows: The 
allowance to sick members may be continued for a year, 
and may reach 75 per cent. of the wages, the allowance to 
women after their confinement may be continued for six 
weeks, Persons dependent on members of the fund, not 
being subject to compulsory insurance themselves, may 
receive medical aid, &e., at the expense of the fund; the 
wives of members may receive the assistance after their 
confinement which female members receive. The amount 


payable on the death of a member may be increased to forty 
days’ wages. 


Compensation may be granted to a member in 
the case of the death of his wife or of a child. No allow- 


ance is, however, to be paid to permanent invalids, widows, 
or orphans.

In the case of the organised funds, the amount of the con. 
tribution is settled by the articles of association ; the portion 
paid by the members, however, may not, in the beginning, 
exceed 2 per cent. of the wages, unless more be required to 
provide the minimum assistance required by the Act; if the 
contribution settled at first proves insufficient, it may be 
raised, or the assistance may be reduced; in no case, how- 
ever, can the portion of the contribution payable out of the 
members’ own means be increased beyond 3 per cent. of the 
wages, or the assistance be reduced below the minimun, 
Communal funds not able to pay their way, though the 
contribution has been raised to the maximum, must be 
united with other communal funds, local funds being in the 
same position (the amount of assistance having also been 
reduced tothe minimum) must be dissolved. In the case of 
the factory and building works funds, any deficiency has to 
be made good by the employers. 

The regulations respecting the modification of the articles 
of association of the existing sick-funds and benefit clubs to 
meet the requirements of the Act are not of general interest. 

All sick funds, with the exception of the communal funds, 
may exact an entrance-fee from new members ; but persons 
having been members of other funds not more than thirteen 
weeks before they joined the new fundare to be exempted from 
this payment. New members may be deprived of the full 
benefits of the insurance for a period not exceeding six 
weeks, but they are to be entitled to the minimum assist- 
ance as soon as they join. Membership in any of the funds 
is not dependent upon any payment or any notice being 
given, but arises “ex lege,” from the mere fact of the 
employment of a person in an occupation to which compul- 
sion is applied. Employers and persons employed by them 
may not by private contract modify the regulations of the 
Act to the disadvantage of the latter. 

All sick funds are under the supervision of Government 
authorities, and rules are laid down as to the investment and 
custody of the funds, &c. The Act states expressly that 
assistance given in accordance with the rules laid down by 
it is not to be considered as poor-law relief, which is of a 
certain importance, as the assistance received from the - 
munal funds might easily be considered as such, and om 
of that nature in Germany entails certain disabilities on the 

ipient. 3 
We cannot conclude this article without acknowledging 
the great help we have derived in the interpretation of - 
Act by the interesting introduction and copious ane 
Regierungsrath von Woedtke. His edition of t s a 
contains a great deal of the material collected att lsat’ 
when it was drafted, and also the very interesting motives 
which accompanied the Government Bill.

The most striking feature in this statement is the de- 
creased acreage under wheat, amounting to 13 per cent. as 
compared with last year, and to nearly 37 per cent. on the 
twelve years. Successional crops tend from year to year to 
vary these acreages, though this decrease is, unhappily, not 
to be ascribed to any such temporary cause. An unfavour- 
able lambing season this spring results in somewhat of a 
surprise. Probably the additional hundreds of thousands 
of lambs left alive at the commencement of June was due to 
the great disproportion between the market prices of lamb 
and mutton which back in the spring followed the notifica- 
tion that lamb would not be served at the Royal table.

Tat New Bankruptcy Act.—A section introduced into 
this Act, No. 170, as it was passing through the House of 
ards, comes into operation to-day. The effect of this sec- 
tion is, that after the passing of the Act no composition or 
liquidation under sections 125 and 126 of the Bankruptcy 
Act, 1869, will be allowed without the leave of the Court. 
This leave is only to be granted if the Court is of opinion 
that such an arrangement is reasonable, and calculated to 
benefit the creditors generally. The object of this section

Turkisu CommerciaL Treaty anv TraFric.—The Foreign 
Office has reminded our Chambers of Commerce that the 
Commercial Treaty of 1861 with Turkey may possibly 
expire at the end of next month, and in stating that most- 
favoured-nation treatment will be claimed pending the 
negotiation of a new treaty, has urged early attention to 
the new Turkish tariff now being drawn up. It appears 
that this tariff will be framed on the basis of specific 
instead of ad valorem duties, at rates equivalent to a 
scale varying from 8 to 20 per cent. The maximum 
charge would obviously be inclusive for our cheaper goods 
sent to Turkey. Lord Granville has appointed Mr C. M. 
Kennedy, C.B., of the Foreign Office, and Mr W. H. 
Wrinch, British Delegate, for the commercial negotiations 
at Constantinople, who is now on his way to London for two 


or three weeks to receive at the Foreign Office communications 


from public bodies and persons interested in trade with 
Turkey. This is a step in the right direction, and 
indicates a desire to obtain complete information, and to 
avoid circumlocution and unnecessary correspondence. It 
may be advisable, however, that these gentlemen should 
visit some of the localities interested in this trade, instead of 
confining themselves to meeting a few persons in London. 
At all events, all persons concerned should make their 


statements without delay. 





ANNEXATION IN THE Paciric.—The Australian papers 
coming to hand all indicate that the absorbing topic of the 
day at the antipodes is the annexation question ; ; and the 
cable now informs us that a conference of all the Australian 
colonies will be held shortly in Melbourne to consider the 
question collectively. The memorandum recently presented 
to Lord Derby by the Agents-General though we here 
might be inclined to regard it as somewhat too ardent in 
its advocacy, does not in any way exceed the force of public 
opinion in the colonies. With regard tothe New Hebrides, 
by the way, the South Australian Register asserts that their 
area is about 2,500 square miles, with a population of about 
200,000 ; but a density of 800 savages per square mile appears 
to us to be out of all probability, and we think the area 


understated. 





MisceLLaNgous Statistics oF THE UsiTED KincpomM.— 
The publication of that most interesting triennial volume 
of Miscellaneous Official Statistics which has just been issued, 
has always, as it appeared to us, been most unreasonably 
delayed. Its records of population are brought down to 
1878 and 1879—two years prior to the last Census, which 
is now in its turn two years old; while the actuarial, 
criminal, educational, pauper, emigration, disease, taxation 

and revenue, Post-office, local taxation, railway, agricultural, 
and mercantile statistics of all kinds are of the same dates.

_ The chief event on the Stock Exchange has been the publica- 
tion of the half-yearly account of the Hungarian General 
Credit Bank. The net profits of the first half-year, 1883, were, 
in all, 575,820, or 11°8 per cent. of the share capital, against 
384,652f1, or 7°69 per cent. in the first half of 1882. These 
profits are made up of the receipts of the central office, which 
amounted to 382,204fl, and which were extraordinarily high on 
account of the increased business done in the steam flour mills 
of Pesth. The profit in the mills was 104,000f, whilst in 1882 
there was a loss of 20,500. The interest on the securities 
belonging to the bank was also higher than during past years. 
The sum of 193,616fl was the result of banking, and the business 
in merchandise. In reality, the profits of this department 
amounted to 322,694fl, but of this sum 40 per cent., or 129,0784, 
is due to the Austrian Creditanstalt. The steam flour mills have 
yielded a still larger profit in some former years—the highest 
sum attained was 107,000f1 in 1879 ; but the railway and cust »m 
duty tariffs of Germany caused in 1880, 1881, and 1882 these 
mills to be worked at a loss, and obliged the country to search 
other markets for their flour. For this very reason the 
Hungarian Government made every effort to improve the port 
of Fiumé, and to promote the interests of maritime commerce, 
and the success of the first half-year 1883 must be attributed 
principally to these efforts. The accounts of the Hungarian 
Credit Bank are likely to be considered as foreshadowing the 
accounts of the Austrian Creditanstalt, but these hopes will 
probably be disappointed. The Hungarian Credit Bank is the 
central point of the business of an agricultural State, in which 
the wealth of the population varies according to the results of 
the harvest. Now, Hungary had a first-rate harvest last year, 
and, therefore, had large sums to dispose of. The Credit Bank 
of Hungary, which was founded by a syndicate under the 
Icadlership of Rothschild and the Austrian Creditanstalt, is no 
doubt closely connected with the latter, which it in some 
measure regards as the head office. The most important 
financial undertakings are made in common, and the banking 
business and traffic in goods is carried on with capital belonging 
to both. The point where the two institutions differ most is 
the amount of capital at their disposal, which is, of course, far 
greater with the Austrian Creditanstalt. 

The Austro-Hungarian Government have prepared a plan for 
building a railway from Serajewo to Mostar, and from Mostar 
to Metkovie, so as to bring the occupied provinces directly into 
contact with the Adriatic. :

THE WOOL TRADE. 


The third series of London colonial wool sales for 1883 opened 
on Tuesday with a mixed catalogue of 11,399 bales, the total avail- 
able for the series being about 415,000 bales, as compared with 
363,000 bales in the third series last year. Messrs Charles Balme 
and Co. report in regard to these sales :—“ The attendance of buyers 
was not numerous, and competition was reserved. The best classes 
of Australian merino staple, though tending in buyers’ favour, mark
